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ABE FRANK’S COMPETITION. 

The going at Hawthorne yesterday was pasty 
and holding, giving mndlarks a chance to ex- 
tend themselyeB. Despite the bad condition of 
the track the usual large crowd was present 
and witnessed a good day’s sport. The feature 
event of the day was the Competition Stakes, a 
dash of flva and a half furlongs for two-year- 
olds, 11,500 added. 

Of the six carded to start South Elkhorn was 
the only absentee. The stake was taken in a 
big exercise gallop by that grana youngster, 
Abe Frank, who shook off his stable companion, 
Herodiade, soon after the first half had been 
run and then simply cantered the rest of the 
way, winning by three lengths from Doreen, who 
finished resolutely, beating Commissioner For- 
ster one for second place. The last-named ran 
quite a good race, finishing stoutly. Herodiade 
tired and quit after showing a rare turn of 
speed for a half mile. Arian could not get up a 
common gallop in the mud and ran a poor race 
considering his light impost. The winner fell 
into an easy be^h, as there was nothing that 
finished back of him to make him extend himself 

The steeplechase went to a new-comer. Crest, 
who made her initial bow in th? cross-country 
game. She assumed an easy command from 
the very flag dip, and fencing cleanly, simply 
ran away from her field, which consisted of one 
horse, Flaccos, at the finish. She won by 
twenty lengths. The jockey on Flaccus lost his 
left foot out of the stirrup after taking the 
ninth jump, and while trying to replace it, lost 
considerable ground, but it made hardly any 
difference in the result. Miss Ransom fell over 
the last jump, but was afterward caught and 
ridden out by a stable hand for third money. 
Filon d’Or, outrun from the start, refused the 
seventh jump and did not finish. 

The opening event of the day went to that 
good mudder Muresca. Getting off in front she 
opened a big gap when going down the back- 
stretch and maintained it up to the last eighth 
where she begin to tire and just lasted long 
enough to beat the fast coming Harry Wilson 
a neck on the post. Santa Teresa was easily 
second up to the last sixteenth where the hot 
pace that been set by the leaders began to tell 
and she began fading. She was only beaten 
however by the Schorr youngster a half length 
for second place. J. Y. Kirby supposed t3 be a 
good thing in the race, could not extend him- 
self in the going, finishing a far away fifth. 
There was little or no action back of the first 
three. 

Seguranca’s victory in the second race was the 
sensation of the day, as no easier win has been 
witnessed hereabouts this year. She fairly 
8 preadeagled her field from the barrier’s rise 
and won pulled up almost to a walk by ten 
lengths. Pupil, who ran second, was slightly 
outrun in the early stages of the race, but fin- 
ished going well, beating Josephine B. a half 
length for second place. The latter ran a good 
race, considering that she runs best over a dis- 
tance of ground. Peace, who has always shown 
well over a muddy track, was speedy for about 
a half mile and then fell out of contention. 

Henry of Trastamare who has shown to good 
advantage in his last two races had little 
trouble in annexing the purse of the fifth race 
to his credit. He was held at odds on and ran 
like the figures indicated he should. He suf- 
fered Educate to run in the lead to the final 
eighth where Robertson called upon him and 
he went to the front in a bound winning hands 
down by four lengths, while Educate beat Refu- 
gee six lengths for second place. The Hogue 
who was fancied by many for second place 
eould not get up a good sized gaRop and was 
beaten off at the finish. 

The last race of the day was a gift to Prince 
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P BICE 5 CENTS. 



Blazes, who had only to canter over the course 
to take down the purse. He was in great fettle 
and showed the way for the entire route, win- 
ning easily by a length from Oxnard, who was 
five in front of Knightbanneret. The last named 
was cut off badly at the far turn, but eveu at 
that he could not run a little bit after he re- 
covered. He is of no present account and is 
probably in need of a long rest. Fantasy, 
backed by a select few as a sure thing, ran well 
for a short (luarter of a mile and then retired. 
Papa Harry ran well for six and a half furlongs, 
but died away after that. 

THE MILE RUNNING RECORD. 

Editor Daily Racing Form: 

I notice in Monday’s Daily Racing Form ! 
your reprint of an article from the Turf, Field 
and Farm entitled, “The Mile Running Record.” 
It is, in the main, interesting and correct, but 
has overlooked a few bets. 

Alarm was the first horse in America (1872) 
to beat 1:43, but he (Busby) does not mention 
the first mile in 1 :43. This was run in 1871 at 1 
Cincinnati, if memory serves, by Balina, 3, by 
Liexington. The first mile in 1 :40 is also omit- 

that is, the first mile in a race. Ten 
Broeck’s 1 :39i having been against time. The 
first mile in 1 ;40 in a race was by Stuy vesant, 3, 
1114 pounds,at Bheepshead Bay, Beptember 7,1887. 

Maori’s mile in 1 :3d% at Washington Park is 
mentioned, but the date is erroneous. It was 
not run July 12, 18»2, but July 12, 1889. It is 
historic, as the first time, 1 :40, was ever beaten 
in a race. It is also worth notice that of these 
two mares named, Balina is the dam of Balvator 
and Maori of Ethelbert. 

It is doubtless a fact that, as the article you 
quote states, the thoroughbred of today is faster 
than the one of even ten years ago. Btill, the 
extraordinary number of fast miles run at 
Bheepshead this year— five below 1 :39— are par- 
tially due to the fact that the track there has 
been remodeled since last season. Voter ran in 
1:38 at Brighton Beach last year. When Tenny 
ran against time there in 1890 the best he could 
do was 1:404. But two years ago the track at 
the Beach was practically rebuilt. 

At the same time Washington Park is, to all 
intents and purposes, the same track as when 
completed in 1884. When Modesty ran there in 
1 :414 in 1885 it created a sensation. For the last 
few years miles better than 1 :40 have been com- 
mon there. The tracks are better than they 
used to be, and the horses are also faster.

A table showing the successive reductions in 
the mile record from the days when a mile in 
1:50 was respectable and in 1:48 fast would 
prove interesting to delvers into turf statistics, 
but is difficult of compilation because of the 
scarcity of reliable records of racing in the 
early days. In 1855 Charley Ball made some- 
thing of a sensation by running better than 
1:46, doing l:45i at Lexington. Along about 
the close of the Civil War two horses, Mam- 
mona and Revolver, ran in 1 :44, and this stood 
as the record until Herzog, by Vandal, in 1869, 
ran a mile in 1 :43 or 1 :43 and a fraction. Mr. 
Hervey is correct in saying that Balina ran in 
1 :43 in 1871. This was in the first heat of the 
Viley Stakes at Lexington, May 23, 1871. Gin- 
ger took the second heat and Express won the 
third and fourth heats and the race. But on 
the preceding day Fadladeen, by War Dance, 
had won a mile dash in 1 :43 at the same track. 
Another mile performance of great interest then, 
was Bearcher’s mile in 1 :414 at the Lexington 
Bpring Meeting of 1875, being the first time 1 :42 
was ever beaten. This fast eon of Enquirer 
was sold to George LorUlard and renamed 
Leander, but was poisoned soon after his pur- 1 
chase by some undiseoTered miscreant. <

THE HORSE OF THE TEAR. 

•The qnestion, ‘Which is the horse of the 
year?* comes around as regularly as the racing 
eeaeon and once the discossion begins, there is 
no stopping it nntil well after all the dates on 
the racing calendar have been filled. Even then 
the question is rarely settled to the satisfaction 
of aU those interested in its solntion. It often 
hap|>enB that ‘the horse of the year* is two 
horses. Each has its partisans, and they will 
argne themselves bine in trying to convince the 
other fellows that their choice is the real cham- 
pion. At the end of last year, for instance, the 
friends of Kinley Mack and the friends of Ethel- 
bert were no more willing to agree as to which 
was the faster of the two than they were at the 
beginning, says an eastern editorial writer. 

“The races at Saratoga have yet to be run, 
and the fall meetings at Sheepshead Bay, 
Gravesend, Morris Park and Aqnednct are yet 
open for the clearing of titles. Before the ques- 
tion can be eatlsfactoray settled, however, 
some standards most be established by which 
to indge ‘the horse of the year.’ What most he 
achieve in order to he declared the champion? 



Shall he be selected because of his winning a 
few fashionable stakes from noted company? 
Or becanse, rnuning in all kinds of weather 
and in all kinds of company and at all kinds of 
distances, he fought his battles as he fonnd 
them, and got the money? It was by such a 
standard that the ‘horse of the year’ was judged 
in the old days of the American turf. In the 
days of Kingfisher and Enquirer, of Harry Bas- 
sett and Longfellow and Preaknesiand Glenelg, 
of Alarm and Tom Bowling and Springbok and 
Bnckden, that horse was declared the champion 
which picked up his harden, whatever it might 
be, and carried it first past the winning post 
most frequently, no matter what his opponents 
might be or whence they came. 

‘‘Before Commando was beaten by The Para- 
der it was c>ften said that this particular three- 
year-old of Mr. Keene's was the greatest horse 
which had appeared in a decade, and that it 
was only about once in ten years that a really 
great thoroughbred was produced. Great thor- 
onghbreds have had a habit of appearing oft- 
ener than once in a decade, and the probabili- 
ties are that the habit will continne. In 1870 
there were three. Kingfisher and Enqnirer 
divided the honors in the three-year-old divi- 
sion, and Helmhold was probably the best of 
the all-agers. Longfellow was a three-year-old 
in 1870, but he did not reveal his real quality 
nntil the following year. Then Harry Bassett 
and Salina were three-year-olds, and who shall 
say that these were not great race horses? 
Harry Bassett and Longfellow, the latter Bas- 
sett’s senior by one year, met and raced and 
walloped each other until their performances I 
made the year famone on the American tnrf. 
In 1872 there were the memorable contests be- 
tween Woodbine and Eolns; and Fellowcraft 
and Bnckden and Alarm fonght it out for cham- 1 
pionship honors in the three-year-old division. 
In 1873 there were Catesby and Slyboots and 
Tom Bowling, all horses that left their impress 
on the American tnrf, and they followed each 
other in quick snccesBion. 

“roming down the years, Duke of Magenta 
and Himyar, the sire of Domino, and Bramble 
and Piqne were three-year-olds that fonght for 
the championship in 1878. Dnkeof Magenta won 
the title, becauEehe snffered but one defeat and 
won the most money. Himyar was a close sec- 
ond, and Bramble was not far behind. In 1879 
Harold and Ferida, that wonderful mare of 
George L. Lorillard’s that never found a jonr- 
ney too long, and Uncas and Monitor and Spend- 
thrift were the three-year olds that lent lustre 
to their year. In 1880 Lake Blackbnrn, perhaps 
the greatest of the get of Bonnie Scotland and 
the greatest horse, in their opinion, ever owned 
by the brothers Dwyer, apbeared, and it did not 
take him long to prove that he was, without the 
shadow of a doubt, the best of his year. 

“A different story might have been told had 
Pierre Lorillard’s Sensation of the same age as 
Luke Blackbnrn, continued, as a three-year-old, 
his whirlwind record of the year before. When 
Sensation was a two-year-old there was nothing 
on four legs of equal years that he could not 
beat. The record shows that great horses fol- 
lowed immediately after Luke Blackbnrn and 
Sensation for in 1881 Hindoo and Thora were 
winning the races for three-year-olds. And then 
followed Ronnymede and Barnes and Drake 
Carter and Bootjack and Pearl Jennings and 
Getaway and Eole and Miss Woodford and Sal- 
vator and Teuny, straight down to the days of 
Hanover and Tremont. Handspring and Re-
